TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman in the County of 
Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Lyman town hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the 11th day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. | | 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- | 
priations for the same. . 

3. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Old Home Day. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-five dollars for the Lisbon District Nursing 
Association. 

5. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid on its 
highways, and raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum for State Aid maintenance on its highways. 

7. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the winter 
road, so called, from the main road near Philip Keathing’s 
house, through land of Philip Keathing, Ira A. Dyke, Frank 
M. Santy and Mary Gilman, to the State Aid road. 

8. To see if the town will vote to plow the town roads of 
the town, and if so to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 

9. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sums of money as may be necessary for repairing of 
highways and bridges. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Dollars to be expended on the road 
from the forks of the road near Dugway Hill, past Ogontz 
Camps, Frank Sherman’s to Littleton line. The said work 
to be expended in widening road, and gravel. | 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Dollars to be expended on the road 
near the Jennie Olcott place for the purpose of blasting out 
the ledge to widen the road, and constructing a suitable rail- 
ing on the embankment. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Dollars on the so-called new road 
from top of the hill beyond George Stebbins to Lisbon line, 
the same being to erect a cable or other suitable railing on the 
embankment next to A. T. Young’s pasture. 

14. To see what action the town will take towards fixing 
the compensation of the Tax Collector. 

15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or ° 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relative thereto. 

16. To choose agents or committees to any article in the 
warrant. 

17. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. 
discount on taxes paid before July 5th. 

18. To choose by ballot a delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. 

19. To transact any other business that may lawfully come 
before said meeting.
